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Le Leading anti-Sawbwa Shans do not consider that the recent action of the 
Shan chiefs in renouncing their executive powers will have any immediate 
effect: on the power of the Shan chiefs, because these powers were turned 
over to the Shan State Government which is controlled by the Sawbwas. 


Be Tne next objective of the anti-Sawbwa Shans is to get the Burmese Par lia- 
mewt to amend thet section of the constitution which gives the Sawbwas 25 
of the 50 Parliamentary seats allotted to the Shan States.t
